SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, July 15 (U.R)— SecreUry of State George C. Marshall left 
with the nation today a tacit warning that failure to help our "traditional friends" 
abroad would risk their loss to the Russian-dominated world. It was Marshall's strong- 
est bid yet for public support for his plan to send U. S. economic aid to European nations 
that will cooperate in reconstruction. 

The secretary of state told the 39th annual conference of governors here last night 
that the United States clearly 




stands at the "turning point' 
in its relations with Europe. 

Then in a closed executive 
session he told the govern- 
6ra some things that left them 
grim-faced. The executive ses- 
sion lasted 35 minutes. When 
it was over, Marshal! walked 
swiftly to a waiting car which 
took him to the airport. 

The govemoTB, following him Irom 
the room, declined to dlvulgo eny- 
thlng he told them. Vail Plttman, 
Nev., said It was agreed that what 
Marjthatl said "would be kept In the 
most strict confidence— and the best 
way to keep a confidence Is to Bay 
nothing at all." 

Earl Warren, Calif., said Marshall 
Just spelled thingB out for us 
a lltUe iMtter and a little clearer." 

Observers felt that the secretary 
jy ol state's confidential placing of his 
W cards on the table for the aasembled 
goremors was the main purpose of 
his trip here.

Loyal Greek Troops 
Gaining Upper Hand 

By The Associated Press 
A, Qreek cabinet minister announced today "the situation 
has radically changed in favor of national forces" in north- 
western Greece, where the army was reported moving into 
battle positions against guerrillas who the government said 
"invaded" Greek soil from Albania. 

In London, where the situation was described by BritiBh 
government sources as a "very serious turn of events," a 
foreign office spokesman said Britain was investigating 
Greek charges that an international brigade was invading 
the strife-torn country. A gov- 
ernment informant said if the 
charge was considered found- 
ed, a joint British- American 
protest may be lodged with 
the United Nations, 

The U. N. security council already 
was In extraordinary session on the 
Greek situation. The United StaUs 
demanded at Lake Success that the 
council give top priority to the entire 
Balkan problem In view of Its "ur- 
gency." 

Defer Police Talki 
The council deferred a scheduled 
discussion of a global police force 
when the Qreek government pleaded 
that the Balkans debate be exped- 
ited.

WASHINOTOH. July 16 tUJ!>-The 
United States today ordered Oen. 
Luclua D. Clay, American military 
governor in Oennany. to oppose vig- 
orously any attempt to Impose an 
"external form" of government on 
Qermany. 

In a new basic directive on a new

THE "DISC" INVESTIGATION 
The "flying disc" hoax In Twin Falls at 
' least save us an Insight Into that old "cloak 
and dagger" secrecy which, the U. S. army 
on occasion employs to the extent of making 
Itself ridiculous. 

Once army Intelligence got wind of the 
Qlscovery In Twin Falls, It threw Its censor^ 
ahlp machinery Into high gear. The police 
were ordered to keep the "smtcer" under lock 
and key, films of pictures already taken were 
commandeered, and to all questions regard 
Ing the "disc," the officers maintained a 
aphinx-Uke silence. 

Naturally this army secrecy aroused specu 
latlon far and wide. The press wires buzzed 
Vlth Inquiries. Newspapers called from great 
cllatance for Information. One newspaper dis- 
patched Its own plane to Twin Falls. 

Not until the army officials who flew here 
from Salt Lake city had started on their rC' 
turn trip was there any Indication that the 
whole business was a hoax — that the 
"saucer," according to their investjgatlon, 
had been constructed and "planted" by four 
bbya In their teens. 

"But why did these army officials take the 
lake disc back to Salt Lake City with them?" 
asked a local man who sensed something 
Irregular about the Investigation. "If It was 
I a hoax, why didn't they put It on display 
here where we could all see it?" 
Other questions also seem In order. If the 
■ Kmy ta "in the know" so far as these "sauc- 
ers" are concerned, why didn't It merely ask 
-lor a description of the missile found In Twin 
rails? If the description didn't tally with the 
real McCoy, why all the fuss and secrecy and 
their trip by plane to Twin Falls? 

There la only one conclusion. Either the 
army doesn't know what these "saucers" are 
all about and Is pretty much In a dither, or 
It made a grandstand play of the Twin Falls 
Incident to keep the public Ignorant or con- 
iuaed— or both. 

Back In Salt Lake City several days later 
the "brass," In true-army fashion, released 
a picture of the '/disc" which had been 
brought there from Twin Falls. In the arms 
of a captain, the "hoax" disc was made to 
appear as another triumph for the army.
